DARK CAKE, 2 

For this you will require one pound of 
flour, one pound of currants, two ounces 
of lemon-peel, four ounces of lard or 
margarine, one teaspoonful of treacle, one

HARMLESS QUANTITY OF 
ARSENIC. 


Two summonses, issued the Surrey 
County Council in connection with the dis- 
covery of traces of arsenic in cocoa, were 

at Richmond Police Court) yesterday. 
In the first case the Home Cetonial 
Stores, Ltd., were summoned for selling at 
their George’s street shop, Richmond, vocoa 
adulterated with arsenic {arsenious oxide), 
to the extent of one-fortieth of a gratn per Ib. 
of cocea, contrary to the Sale of Food and 
Drugs Act. The second summons was against 
Messrs. Rowntree and Co, Ltd., York, for 
aiding and abetting the Home and Colonial 
Stores, Ltd. | 

Mr. W. Ricketts, appearing for the Heme 
and Colonial Stores, and’ Mr. Romi Humph- 
reys for Messrs. Rowntree, formally 
guilty. Mr. Travers Humphreys, addressing 
the Bench, said Messrs. wntree took ab- 
solute responsibility for the ition in which 
the Home and Colonial Stores had been 
sa The latter bought from Messrs. 
towntree what they believed to be pure 
cocoa. 

Messrs. Rowntree desired first to put | efore 


.} the, public, through the Bench, that in the 


| opinion of the most competent sejentific p.en 
as to illness or danger to the public from 
drinking. the cocoa, which was the subject 
of the prosecution. He proposed to call the 
greatest living authority in England on the 
matter, Sir William Willcox. It was ‘ound 
that, the ne was in the alkali carbonate 
of potash, which had been used by Messrs. 
Rowntree for years. 

It was wu in small quantities to make 
the cocoa soluble and more digestible. They 
got it from the best people im the trade. They 
found .it contained a substantial quantity of 
.arsenic, and they wrote to the manufacturers 
about it, ‘but’ so far had not received any 
ex plarfation. i 

Messrs, Rowntree instantly sacrificed the 
whole of the cocoa, 350 tons, representing 
many thousands of pounds. They were able 
to say with absolute certainty that from 
August. Ist every ounce of-cocoa from their 
works was made from ingredients absolutely 
| free from this impurity. 

Counsel said, that he wished to emphasise 
that chocolates did not come into the matter 
in the least. Chocolates were made from 
cocoa which contained no addition of ‘the 
carbonate of potash.

Lausanne are’ likely to spend Christmas 
.on the shores of Lake Geneva. Two im- 
portant problems are giving the peace- 
makers ‘considerable: trouble. One is ihe 
future of the minorities and -the other 
is the futúre of Mosul. Apparently the 
Turks are beginning to show a more 
reasonable spirit: in regard to the 
minorities problem, but they are stubborn 
concerning Mosul. This vilayet, which 
lies to the north of Bagdad, between Meso- 
‘potamia and Kurdistan, is one of the 
richest oil-producing territories in the 
world. Its remote geographical position 
and the hopelessly backward condition of 
| communications in . Mesopotamia before 
the war prevented its proper develop- 
ment ; but, since the British have begun 
yto open up the desert land between 
the rivers, _the importance of Mosul 
has increased by leaps and bounds. 
Naturally enough, perhaps, the Turks, 
now that the hard work has been done by 
the British, want to gain possession of 
the vilayet. They claim it on racial, 
economic and strategic grounds; but the 
truth is that they grudge the Arabs the 
“easy money ” which is likely to be got 
from the sale of concessions in the oil- 
fields, and are determined to secure this 


The carefully prepared memorandum 
which the Marquis Curzon has sent to the 
Turks knocks the bottom out of their 
case so far as Mosul is concerned. Ismet 
Pasha’s most insistent argument has been 
that the population of the vilayet is pre- 
dominantly ‘Furkish in character. The 
total number of inhabitants is about 
707,000, of whom, he says, 65,000 are 
Turcomans and 450,000 are Kurds. This 
statement is quite true; but Ismet Pasha 
must have a very poor opinion of the 
Allies’ ethnological experts if he ex- 
pects them to believe that _Turcomans 
ior Kurds must be ranked as Turks. 
On the basis of “self-determina- 
tion” the Kurds own the territory, 
while there is a minority of Arabs, 
Christians, Jews: and Yezides amounting 
roughly to 300,000, every one of whom 
hates the Turk like poison. Twice already 
the 
pressed its wish to be united with the 
people of Mesopotamia, In 1919 it voted 
for union with the vilayet of Bagdad, and 
last year for incorporation in the new 
Arab State under King Feisul. The 
Eastern Kurds voted for autonomy, and 
they have been left outside the dominion 
of Irak. The terms of the Treaty with 
King Feisul are most explicit. “No terri- 
tory shall be ceded to any other State,” 
it says; and, whatever happens, Britain 
cannot consent to any violation of this 
pledge. : 

Lord Curzon refuses also to take Ismet. 
Pasha’s economic argument seriously, To 
suggest that Mosul and Anatolian Turkey 
are inter-dependent is utter nonsense. By 
every canon of economic law Mosul and 
Bafdad are bound together, Proof of this 
connection was provided in abundance 
during the war, when for a certain 
period of time communication between 
Bagdad and Mosul was impossible, 
During that period the British ‘authori- 
ties were forced to, buy large quantities 
of corn in india in order to feed 
Bagdad’s population. The determining 
factor in the whole matter, however, 
is the fact that the British Empire 
has been entrusted by the League of 


tamia, including the vilayet of Mosul, and 
that it does not propose to transfer that 
mandate, or any part of it, to anybody 
else, Critics of British policy make a 
great deal of fuss about the oilfields, as 
if their inclusion within a British sphere 
of influence were some particularly shame- 
ful sort of crime.

Irish Cattle. 


The Importation of Animals Act, which 
became British law last week, strikes a 
heavy blow at Ireland’s chief industry. 
The Imperial Parliament refused to make

In fact, however, it will be 
impossible to differentiate between two 
parts of the same small island or to estab- 
lish a close frontier between Northern and 
Southern cattle. The two States must 
stand or fall together, since, whatever 
Parliaments may decide, economic laws 
decree. that the Lrish cattle industry is one 
and indivisible. When the Bill was before 
the House of Commons the Irish Govern- 
ments acted on this sound principle. Our 
Governor-General has testified to the 
hearty co-operation which he received 
from Northern Ministers, and Mr. Archdale 
has paid a similar tribute to Mr. Healy's 
services.

Great Houses. 


In England, as in Ireland, the great 
eeuntry mansions are passing from the 
| hands of those who owned them and made 
history beneath their roofs, Here outrage 
‘and disorder have ‘driven many owners 
into exile. In-England income tax and 
super-tax have abolished the large staffs 
of indoor and outdoor servants which 
mansions and pleasure grounds requjred. 
The changing of an old order is a thing 
which always awakens a sentimental pang— 
unreasonable, perhaps, since all orders 
must change. Horace mourned the changes 
which he saw around him; yet the summit 
of Rome’s grandeur was still to be 


Antiope, to be stayed upon tribulation, 
but to seek the best way in which to turn 
the change to good effect. A lead has 
been given in England, where two famous 
houses have become the foundations of 
new public schools. Already at Stowe, 
where the Dukes of Buckingham and 
Chandos once lorded it, the sons of those 
who helped to save their country in the 
European War are learning to be the men 
their fathers were; and the experiment 
soon is to be repeated at Canford Manor. 
Though in Ireland the same plan might 
not be feasible or necessary, the spirit of 
resource is inspiring. More peaceful con- 
ditions wil] again fill the country houses 
which now stand empty throughout the 
provinces. The wise policy of the Free 
State Government in paying on an espe- 
cially favourable basis all compensation 
claims where rebuilding is guaranteed will 
produce a crop of buildings more. suited 
to the *needs of modern conditions than 
were the structures which have been de- 
stroyed. When prosperity returns to 
Southern Ireland new vigour and en- 
thusiasm will suggest a hundred ways in 
which the mansions of Georgian times may 
become once more a nucleus of country life

Settlers. 


A recent utterance of a Canadian Pro- 
vincial Minister on the subject of immt- 
gration provides food for serious thought. 
Speaking of certain colonisation schemes 
which are now under consideration by the 
British and Dominion Governments, he 
declared that he had little hope of their 
coming to anything. The‘ well-to-do 
British agriculturist, he explained, would 
not sel] out and start again in Western 
Canada. On the other hand, the man 
with no capital simply was not wanted 
in the Colonies. It+this is really the 
case, it is hard to avoid the conclusion 
that there is something wrong with the 
economic basis upon which the Colonies 
are being conducted. The United States, 
in the early days when the population 
numbered but a few millions, did not 
declare that there was no longer room in 
the country for any save capitalists. From 
all quarters of the globe the people came, 
and the vast majority of them landed 
with little or nothing but the spur of 
hunger and ambition and adventure to 
turn them into useful citizens. Have we 
come really to the point where such people 
either must find capital or must stay at 
home and struggle in over-populated cities 
for the right to survive? In that case the 
problem of world unemployment and cver- 
population is already desperate. Is not 
the explanation this—that, whereas in 
the old days of the pioneers and the 
backwoodsmen a farm was regarded as a 
self-sustaining homestead, today the 
Dominion statesman envisages a farmer 
only as a man who proposes to earn an 
annual income by raising meat or wheat 
for the markets of the old world?

DEATH OF ADMIRAL SIR A. 
FITZGEORGE. 


The romance of a Royal Victorian is re 
called by the death at 20 Eccleston square, 
London, of Rear-Admiral Sir . dolphus 
FitzGeorge, K.C.V.O., at the age of 76. 
Sir Adolphus was the second son of the 
late Field-Marshal H.R.H, the Duke of Cam- 
bridge and his morganatic wife, Miss Sarah 
Louisa Fairbrother, the actress. ; 
As a young man the Duke, a grandson of 
George Til, had pronounced views on. the 
subject of marriage by arrangement, and dis- 
cussed it;}at length in a correspondence with 
his mother. 
His elders did not succeed in converting 
him, and when in the early twenties he met 
and fell in love with the beautiful Miss Foir- 
brother, he decided to marry her at the risk 
of offending his Royal cousins. ; 
He did not even apply for the assent of the 
Crown, under the ‘Royal Marriage Act of 
1772, which might have made the r-arriage 


i fully legal, and would have given his wife the 


right to her title of Duchess. 

After the marriage. Miss Fairbrother, who 
‘returned hér husband 's affection to the full, 
was known as Mrs, FitzeGeorge. She-had 
three sons, of whom Sir Adolphus, the 
second, was born in 1846. The only survivor 
is now Sir Augustus FitzGeorge, the famous 
soldier. 

The title became extinct on the late Duke’s 
death in 1904. Mrs. FitzGeorge died in 1890. 
.Sir Adolphus FitzGeorge first married, ‘in 
1875, Miss Sophia Jane Holden, who died in 
1920. He was married for the second time 
in the same vear, at the age of 74. His bride. 
Miss Margarita Watson, daughter of the late 
Mr. John Watson, of Waresley Court, 
Worcestershire, was 71, and the marriage was 
attended by the Earl of Athlone. 

The late Rear-Admiral entered the Navy in 
1859, and in 1872 was appointed Flag-Lieu- 
ténant to Admira) Sir Rodney Mundy. He 
became Commander in the same year.

is not suited to the preservation 
of game in the strict sense, or where 
no large bags can be made, which lend 
themselves to mixed or rough shooting. There 
are also cases where game such as pheasants 
or idges are scarce, and where rabbits 
and hares are the only means of securing 4 
good mixed bag. This sort of shooting is 
not té be despised, for it offers very 
good sport. Often on an estate where there 
are plenty of pheasants these cannot always 
be flushed, and it is then that a good show of 
rabbits makes up for the deficiency. : 

Moreover, ground game provide a varia- 
tion from shooting at winged game con- 
tinuously. Where, again, there is a risk 
h the great increase of ground game 
i crops, which is a very 
serious matter in. an agricultural 
district, it is very necessary to keep the 
numbers down by periodically arranged 
shoots. , 

Hares and rabbits will both do a great deal 
of damage to young spring corn if allowed to 
increase at an enormous rate, as must happen 
it they are not shot regularly and extensively. 
Farmers’ shoots can be arranged with this 
object in view, and this is a means of ensur- 
ing good relations between landlord and 
tenants. 

Ground game, moreover, nearly always 
form a considerable part of the game on a 
small shoot. For when the acreage is small 
one can only expect a certain number of 
coveys of partridges, and there is no room 
for more than a small covert, which will 
again bold no more than a small number of 
In sn It is thus necessary to rely on 
ground game for sport. 

These do not demand such special condi- 
tions, and every estate, large or small, haa ite 
complement of rabbits, and of hares, if proper 
encouragement is given them. That, indeed, 
is the secret of -success. There are many 


of these small shoots. It is a very popu- 


lar practice, also, to take part in 
a syndicate. shoot, several then renting .a 
shoot jointly, and in the neighbourhood 


of cities, the large or often small farmers in 
the district let their shooting to city residents. 
- * . + 


‘ith the breaking up of the large estates 
there are far more small estates which, though 
when first sold, perhaps stocked with a variety 
of game, will not long hold it; and it is 
for this reason that it is important to 
develop ground game which must on all small 
estates be the mainstay for sport, The rela- 
tive abundance or not of hares again depends 
upon. the ground, and it is very important in 
their case that the ground should be as little 
as possible diene by dogs, men, or any- 
thing else. There are also means of encourag- 
ing them. 

1 the case of rabbits several considerations 
complicate the issue. It is, for instance, very 
desirable in a fox-hunting county to allow for 
the supply of rabbits for foxes. Unless there 
are plenty of rabbits foxes will then begin the 
unlawful raiding of hen roosts, which leads to 
heavy poultry claims and a general outcry. 

There is nothing the fox likes better than a 
good sized rabbit. Rabbits know Reynard’s 
tricks, and will take little or no ndtice of a 
fox early in the evening, nor are they much 
afraid of the fox or vixen which has its earth 
in the immediate neighbourhood, for these 
cunning hunters range far afield for food. It 
is an advantage to have other wild animals in 
the vicinity of the earth. They give the first 
alarm. 

Last year it was possible to note that the 
hare had increased during the war. And in 
whatever field the hare aisí whether be- 
fore the guns, or the beagles or harriers, ex- 
cellent sport was wnce more possible, This 
season, if anything, the hare has been more in 
evidence than ever, for. the status of the hare 
seems in most districts, where it had any 
chance of recovering it, to, have been wonder- 
fully improved. In the hunting of the hare 


too many hares on the ground is a 
disadvantage, as it causes too fre- 
quent a change of hares during 


a run, and under normal conditions hares will 
cause frequent enough checks. 
' a - - * s 

In considering the advisabilitv, as in part- 
cular on the small estate, of giving en- 
couragement to ground game there are other 
objects besides sport to be taken into ac- 
count. There is, for instance, the possi- 
bility of making a shoot in this case a paying 
concern, or even a profitable investment, for 


}are no heavy expenses of rearing, feeding, 
etc., to meet. The initial expense of stock- 
ing a warren, or a hare park, and the up- 
kecp is relatively small, and once the war- 
rens, etc., are made and the wire put up, 
there is little more to attend to. 

It is thus possible on good ground, and in 
a good season, for rabbits to yield’an excel- 
lent return. For it must be remembered that 
the price of game has gone up considerably, 


rabbits, ferrets and nets will not only yield 
good fun, but they will save a lot of ex- 
pense in obtaining a stock for market. 
Unquestionably, the shooting of the 
hare provides good sport, for it is always 
combined with a good deal of fieldcraft or 


woodcraft. To be able to spot a 
hare in its form is a. test of the 
first order. Then when the hare, at length 


obliged to leave its beloved form, gets up, 
if it is within range the wise sportsman does 
not deceive himself bv the size of the mark, 
for he knows well that the hare must ‘be 
hit in one.place, and that only, unless he 
wishes to carry away with him the memory 
of the pain ‘hat the sight of a wounded hare, 
with its cruel results, must cause him. 

So the.hare is no easier to shoot than the 
rabbit. Much depertds on whether it goes 
straight ahéad away from one, or whether one 
can get a cross shot. So there is a good deal 
to be learnt in hare shooting which is an art 
worth excelling in, as it gives one a chance 
of developing marksmanship, judgment, and 
fieldcraft. 

In the winter, perhaps, rabbits afford 
better sport than at any other time. And 
when snow lies on the ground rabbits make 
some very good sport, for they are then very 
wary, and they bolt very quickly. 

If they are shot in covert algo they are 
then less easy to see than in early seasons 
of the year, when there is green herbage, for 
against the leaves which their winter coats 
resemble they are difficult to spot. Hence 
rabbits in winter a-- always sought after, and 
they are also then, which is a great advan- 
tage, in better condition than in summer or 


in spring.

_The regulations then deal with the passage 
of merchant ships; commercial airships, war- 
ships, and military airships, extending full 
liberty of navigation by day and night to 
merchantmen and commercial airships of all 
nations, while closing the Straits to warships, 
military airships, and submarines of all navies, 
excepting Turkey. 

In exceptional and isolated cases, however,

LIGHT WARSHIPS. 

Light warships should not exceed 6,000 tons, 
«hile guns should not exceed 15 centimetres. 
No landing may be effected by warships in the 
Straite, nor may any war material be landed. 

The regulations for the Straits then deal 
with Turkey. In time of war, they state, 
Turkey shall possess all the rights and fulfil 
s]] the obligations provided by international 
law in safeguarding her neutrality ‘as a 
sovereign State, Turkey may authorise, in 
exceptional cases, and with a special defined 
object, ‘the “passage Of "the Straits by veutral 
hight warships, but will close them to war- 
ships,.ete., of belligerent Powers...

Napoleon Bonaparte’s insignia, from the 
day he was crowned as King of Italy, have 
been claimed by the Italian Government as 
part of Austria's reparations to Italy, They 
‘have left Vienna, and are expected to arrive 
here to-morrow. - 

These insignia have been preserved in 
Vienna’ since the time of Napoleon’s abdi- 
cation. They include a green velvet gold- 
embroidered cape, a golden crown with eight 
bows, a sceptre with the Venetian winged 
lion, a Marshal’s baton, and the Italian State 
seal, with the  inscription—‘‘ Napoleon, 
Imperator de Francesi, Rex d’Italia.”’ 

These objects were considered of the 
greatest value in the Vienna museums. 

Various Italian painting masterpieces— 
notably of Paolo paneer ar already 
been restored to Italy as reparations for the 
late war. 


BANDITS ROB MINT. 
— 
200,000 DOLLARS IN GOLD - 
STOLEN UNDER FIRE. 


Three bandits shot one of the guards who 
were transferring gold to the value of 200,000 
dollars from the United States Mint to the 
local branch of the Federal Reserve Bank; and 
escaped with the entire booty, says a Reuter 
Denver wire. The wounded guard is not ex- 
pected to recover. ey 

While the gold was being loaded into the 
Government trucks in front of the Mint a 
strange motor car drew up at the curb, and 
the masked bandits in it opened fire with re- 
peating rifles. 

The guard returned the fire, but the robbers 
seized the bars of gold, threw them into the 
car, and escaped amid a shower of bullets 
fired by another guard inside the Mint, 

A later message adds that the guard who 
was shot outside the mint, is dead. The man 
who shot him is believed to have been 
wounded, as he was seen to throw up his 
hands as the motor car dashed off.

Armed incendiaries last, night destroyed 
another Dublin house—the residence of 
the Hon. Charles Gordon Campbell, 
Clónard, Kimmage road, Terenure. - 

Mr. Campbell is the eldest son of Lord 
Glenavy, Chairman of the Irish Free State 
Senate, who was Lord Chancellor of Ire- 
land from June, 1918, till June of 1921. 
He is himself a Barrister-at-Law, of Gray’s 
Inn, London, and was formerly a 
lieutenant in the Royal Engineers. As 
Secretary of the Ministry of Labour, he 
has played a large part in the settlement 
of Labour disputes. t 

Clonard was a handsome detched resi- 
dence, surrounded by extensive; grounds. 

At about, ten o'clock last night the hall- 
door bell was rung. A servant opening 
the door was faced by at least ten men— 
several of them armed with revolvers, 
They stepped into the hall and said that, 


to burn the house. They ordered the 
children to be removed as quickly as 
possible. é 

Mr. Gordon Campbell and Mrs, Camp- 
bell. got the children out, and they, too, 


The armed men went into the several 
rooms, sprinkled them with petrol, and 
set the place alight. | 

The flames spread so rapidly that when 
the Rathmines fire brigade arrived they 
found it quite impossible to save any of 
the furniture or other contents of the 
house. They did their best, but the petro] 
fire had got so firm a hold that soon the 
whole interior of Clonard was reduced to} 
ashes.

Portion even ol 
the roof was damaged, and but for the 
prompt. efforts: of the fire brigade it pro- 
bably would have collapsed. 

Clonard was beautifully furnished. ,It 
is impossible as yet to give an accurate 
estimate of the damage, bus it must 
amount to several thousand pounds.

At about 9.25 o’clock last night an attack | 
was made on the Independent newspaper 


A motor car, containing four men, came 
rapidly from Sackville street, and as it ap-

Two bombs were flung from the car,’ and 
one, of them exploded, shattering the office 
door.

LITTLE LIKELIHOOD OF AN 

AMERICAN GUARANTEE.

: LONDON, Monday. 
It is at last being recognised that the reports 
of impending American action in regard to 
Europe rest on the slenderest foundation or 
none at all. 

So far as information available in official 
circles in London is any guide, there is not 
only no reason to believe that the American 
Government is contemplating some strikinz 
yg but good reason for. believing it is 
not. 

There would seem, indeed, to be less pros: 
pect of definite action by America than even 
the more sceptical among British commenta-.- 
tors in America and British commentators 
here had assumed. 

In that connection, however, it is only just 
to the very reliable British Correspondent at 
Washington, where alone the views of. the 
American Government can be learned at; first- 
hand, to point out that practically all: the 
sensational stories of vast. loans and imminent, 
intervention came, not from there, but from 
New York. 

What is, no doubt, true is that Mr. Pierpont 
Morgan and the great financial interests he 
represents are prepared, as they were pre- 
MN last June, to support an internationa! 
oan if thev are satisfied that the reparation 
settlement is of such a character as to justify 
such a step as a business proposition. 

It is also likely enough that the Administra- 
tion might indicate its approval of the Joan, 
but it is a very different matter from guar- 
anteeing it—a measure which :only Congress, 
not the Cabinet or the President, could 
authorise. 

One curious detail in the situation is that, 
whereas. the American Embassy in London 
give it to be understood that Mr. Ambassador 
Harvey had been. urgently: summoned to 
Washington, the State Department has ind- 
cated that he is visiting America of his own 


-volition, and at his own request. 


That, of course, does not seriously diminish 
the importance of the Ambassador's. move- 
ments, for it is clear that he will have a 
good deal to say to Mr. Harding and Mr, 
Hughes when he reaches Washington.

A ‘GREAT GOLD-FINDER. 
a a 
DEATH OF DAVID LINDSAY 
THE EXPLORER. 


The death has just taken place at Port 
Darwin of Mr. David Lindsay, the well- 
known Australian explorer, with whose name 
will ever be associated the discovery of the 
great goldfield of West Australig. The son 
of Scottish parents, he was born’ at Goolwa, 
South Australia, sixty-six years ago. Entegr- 
ing the Survey Department in 1872, he spent 
several fears in exploring and Survey work.: | 
In 1885 he explored the vast country from 
the Southern boundary to the Gulf of Car- 
entaria, and twe years later gained notoriety 
by a daring ride across Australia from North 
to South with only a small black boy as his 
cdémpanion. 
‘Several years afterwards he accomplished 
the feat of crossing the immense Victoria 
district, a distance of 550 miles, in 35 days. 
The 42 camels which marched the whole way 
with the party had only seven and a half 
allons pot sg of water for the entire journey. 
e made important discoveries on the way, 
and on his return reported the existence of 
a great auriferous area. The publication of 
his report led to a rush of prospectors, and 
so the rich goldfield of West Australia was 
found. Between 1891 and 1893 he led a 
mob of camels from Port Augusta to Cool- 
gardie, the centre of the gold-bearing area, 
and he remained there for two years, assisting 
in the exploration and exploitation of that 
vast mineral belt. 7 
After that he visited London in connection 
with mining, and since that time he has been 
intimately acquainted with the development

IMPORTS OF TYRES.

You will notice that under these 
resolutions. the remuneration of the Board 
itself is not varied; it remains at £8,000 
and the additional fee of £4,000 is su gested 
only for the time during which Sir Eric may 
occupy the chair. Broadly speaking, there- 
fore, the resolutions are divided into two— 
first, as to Sir Erie’s remuneration as chair- 
man of the company, in which capacity he 
would perform somewhat more than the usual 
duties of a chairman, but would not give his 
time exclusively to the affairs of the com- 
any. That period is to begin on January 
ist, 1923, and the fee is to be £5,000. ‘the 
second resolution is to take effect from Ist 
October last, and to prevail for one year only, 
during which period Sir Eric has undertaken 
to devote practically the whole of his time 
to the affairs of the — Company for the 
fee oí. £10,000, at a period when the task is 
dificult, and calls for the undivided time and 
attention of the most capable business man we 
can find. The Board, feel that by October 
next the great, amount of work which vet 
remains to be done in connection with the 
affairs of the company can be accomplished 
successiully. 3 

It would be wasting words if I endeavoured 
to enumerate all the advantages which my 
colleagues and myself consider will accrue to 
the Dunlop Company from Sir Eric’s active 
association with it. His resourcefulness, 
energy, and enterprise, together with ripe 
experience and judgment, have already been 
of great value, and we can conceive of no 
more suitable man for the post. Believe me, 
ladies and gentlemen, when I y— 
and I am speaking from experiénce— 
that it is not a bed of roses to be 
chairman of the Dunlop Company and 
Sir Eric proposes to take his duties seriously. 
He will spend some time in France, in Ger. 
many—if need be, in the Colonies—to go over 
and tighten up all the joints, introduce 
economies, get more co-operation between all 
the branches, and do a thousand and one 
things which, I know, still. require looking 
after. .

Then, 
when I turn to your speech, Sir, it says here 
with regard to this item :—‘‘ Assuming that 
the forward contracts to be absorbed after 
June 30th, 1922, are caleulated on the basis 
of to-day’s market price for rubber, the loss 
to be debited against reserve account would 
not be more than about £600,000, leaving 
about £300,000 as a free balance at the credit 
of reserve account.” The basis is there com- 
pletely removed from June 30th. Can I have 
your catecorica] assurance that the stocks 
of rubber on hand, together with the forward 
commitments to June 30th, were adequately 
covered by the reserve to the extent of the 
difference between the market price and the 
coat ?
